Four Cubans 
Fall Short 
of Asylum

HAVANA (AP)—Four Cubans in 
a stolen car tried to crash their 
way to asylum in the Uruguayan 
Embassy's residence in a Havana 
suburb Thursday, press reports 
said today. Cuban militiamen out- 
side opened fire, killed one, and 
woundnd another. 


Whether any made it into the 


residence or were arrested wgs 
not clear in the account carried 
by Prensa Latina, the Cuban-news 
agency. 


Uruguayan 
officials 
were 'not 


immediately available for com 
ment.

The shooting incident ;is bound 


to put a new strain on the frayed 
relations between Uruguay and 
Cuba. 


The agency asserted that after 


the shooting broke out, Cuban ref- 
ugees appeared with arms on the 
balcony of the embassy residence. 
It also charged that when a Cuban 
Foreign Ministry official appeared 
at the scene, one of the men on the 
roof pointed a gun at him. 


"The presence of asylees carry- 


ing arms is evident proof of the 
violation of the right of asylum," 
the agency charged. ".'".'/. 


The agency labeled the incident 


grave and charged Cuban refu- 
gees had turned the embassy resi- 
dence into "a refvige of delin- 
quents." About 250 'Cuban refu- 
gees are believed to be in the 
compound in the Havana suburb 
of Cubanaean. The embassy itself 
is downtown. 


The fact that all four of the Cu- 


bans were named indicated. the 
three survivors were in .Custody. 


A similar incident took place 


last Dec. 8. A Cuban trie*} to ride 
a motorcycle into the Uruguayan 
residence and was fatally woUnd- 
ed.

members of the House took no 
chances this week .of being ac- 
cused of wanting more or less de- 
ense.

The first vote was on an amend*

Most Rcpub- 
icans did not want a roll call vote, 
which was forced on them by 
democrats. 


The vote was 133 Democrats and 


93 Republicans for the increase,

Of the 93 Republicans who voted 


for the first amendment to add 
funds, 67 voted for the second 
change to reduce the total.

white Soviet ship glided north 
through the Caribbean today car- 
ryig up to 2,000 Russian troops 
home.

Four Russian ships had sailed 


ear(ier with units of the So v jet 
armed forces which the United 
States estimated numbered 17,500 
in Cuba at the beginning of Feb- 
ruary. Th e United States said 
tljere were 22,500 here at the 
height of last October's crisis. 


There was no official announce- 


ment on how many persons sailed 
on the Nakhimov nor what their 
military classification was.

Russians Are 
Behind in 
Moving Men

WASHINGTON (AP)-The So- 


viet Union appears to have fallen 
behind in fulfillment of its prom- 
ise to get several thousand troops 
out of Cuba by mid-March but in- 
dications are that a large group 
will be leaving Havana this week- 
end. 


The U. S. government is keeping 


a close watch on th e situation.

Guild Offered 
Money by 
Publishers 


NEW YORK (AP)-Thc head of 


the AFL-CIO American Newspa- 
per Guild said today that publish- 
ers had offered a money package 
and other considerations to re- 
move a major roadblock to re- 
gumption of publication by eight 
•major New York "newspapers. 


Thomas J. Murphy, executive 


vice president of the Guild, said 
the publishers' offer will be voted 
oh Friday by Guild officials to de- 
termine whether to recommend it 
to the membership. 


The offer—described as final— 


was announced after Guild and 
publisher representatives had met 
through the night with Mayor Rob- 
ert F. Wagner serving as media- 
tor. 


The offer, including a conces- 


sion on money, was made to get 
the Guild to change its strategic 
contract expiration date—a key 
factor in ending the 97-day old 
newspaper shutdown. 


Murphy said the Guild had ar- 


ranged unit meetings of members 
of the four struck newspapers for 
various times on Sunday and Mon- 
day. 


Announcement of the offer was 


made 
after Wagner announced 


that negotiators for the publishers 
and the striking AFL-CIO stereo- 
typers had reached agreement on 
terms for a new contract. 


That settlement is subject to 


ratification by members of New

MOSCOW (API-Moving 
from 


Stalin-type 
communism to 
the 


present variety, the party leaders 
are tripping over themselves in 
trying to keep step with dance 
music. 


The people and many musicians 


want jazz—the American kind, 
hot and searing, or moody and 
blue. 


The conscience-keepers of the 


Communist party say 
Western 


jazz is decadent and degrading. 


Yet the bands play on. 
From 
Moscow to Tiflis 
and 


from Osmk to Tomsk, you can 
hear dance bands nightly honking 
away on such American ever- 
greens as: 


"When The Saints Go Marching 


In." 


"Take The A Train." 
"September in The Rain." 
"Smoke Gets in Your Eyes." 
"Moonglow." 
"It's very hard on musicians," 


said the.leader of a sprightly five- 
piece outfit playing six; nights a 
week in one of Moscow's brightest 
night spots. "You see, we don't 
quite know what to do. The danc- 
ers want it. They (the party lead- 
ers) don't. We play it, but we 
keep looking over our shoulders." 


He said that it is inconceivable 


in 1963 that a Soviet musician 
could go to jail for playing jazz, 
but he said a man might lose a 
good job for persisting in playing 
it—and nothing else. 


I talked to a lot of Soviet musi- 


cians about Benny Goodman's 
tour of the U.S.S.R. last year. 


"The public loved him," said 


one. "As for the musicians, we 
admired his tone and his execu- 
tion, but he was too old-fashioned 
far too old-fashined for us." 


What sort of music are Soviet 


dancers going to dance to—Glinka, 
Shostakovich, Prokofiev or Chai- 
kowsky? 


Musicians are developing a sort

Sir Winston 
Was Lonely

But he was also a romantic and 
emained one. It was no wonder 
rhen he was nine and his father 
ave him Stevenson's "Treasure 
sland" to read he "devoured it 
ith delight." 
Ever since he has been a kind 
f young Jim Hawkins fighting for 
ie treasure against the Long 
ohn Silvers of the world.

It was always the good of 
Ingland, as he saw it.

.earn only what interested him, 
ic said, and they didn't. 


Even when he got out of military 


school he had to go into the caval- 
ry because his marks weren't 
good enough for the infantry. For 
anyone like him a university was 
unthinkable. 


Yet, somehow he developed a 


love for the English 
language, 


which returned his affection. In 
addition, he had those two price- 
less commodities of genius: A 
prodigious memory and unbeliev- 
able energy. 


When he was the lowest boy in 


the lowest class at Harrow he wofi 
a prize open to the whole schoo: 
by reciting 1,200 lines of Macau- 
lay's Lays of Ancient Rome with- 
out, as he says, "making a single 
mistake."

old age. While President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt died at 63, worn out 
Churchill didn't become Britain's 
prime minister and war leader un 
til he was 65.

school he went on to write more 
than 30 books, including histories 
of both world; wars, win a Nobe 
Prize for literature, and become 
both the greatest orator of th 
century and one of the great fig 
ures of history.

strikes it had a duty to determine 
whether the continued exemption 
of labor unions from 
antitrust 


laws was in the national interest. 


Testifying on the second day of 


what is shaping up as the most 
searching look Congress has ever 
taken at the press, Smith, chal- 
lenged a major premise of the 
hearings, as announced by Chair- 
man Emanuel Celler, D-N.Y.

U.S. Experts 
Skeptical of 
Red Talks 


An A PNews Analysis 


By OHN M, HIGHTOWER 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Soviet 


Premier Khrushchev and Red Chi- 
nese leader Mao Tze-lung may 
ye'c succeed in silencing their pub- 
ic quarrel behind a facade of 
Communist unity, but U. S. ex- 
perts are skeptical that any real 
agreement can be achieved. 


It was announced Wednesday 


that Mao has invited Khrushchev 
to a meeting in Peking to discuss 
the bitter dispute. Alternatively, 
the Chinese leader suggested that 
lower level talks could be held in 
either Peking or Moscow. 


Authorities here who have fol- 


lowed the conflict through hun- 
dreds of thousands of words since 
it came into the open about three 
years ago find it hard to believe 
that Khrushchev can accept Mao's 
invitation to the Reel Chinese capi- 
tal any time in the near future 
without risking a serious loss of 
face. 


The issues involved in the dis- 


pute arise out of the contradic-/ 
tory national interests of the So- 
viet Union and Red China. They 
are so basic, no expert in the U.S. 
government sees any prospect that 
the differences can be resolved. 


If the Red Chinese had given 


any indication that the way was 
open for a settlement and that 
they were prepared to accept So- 
viet leadership of the whole Com- 
munist bloc, Khrushchev could go 
to Peking expecting to score a tri- 
umph. If he goes on Mao's tearms 
experts here agree, his action will 
be construed in other Communist 
countries and in Communist par- 
ties over the world as a sign of 
weakness on his part, and evi- 
dence that the Soviet Union needs 
the Chinese—to return to the fold 


•more than the Chinese need the 


Soviet Union. 


If that were indeed the impres- 


sion created, Communist leaders 
sensitive to shifts in the power 
balance inside the Red camp 
might be inclined to pay more 
attention in the future to Peking's 
line and less to the Kremlin's. 


One of the forces working in 


favor of some restoration is that 
the Sino-Soviet split has created 
confusion in the parties of West- 
ern Europe and the Western Hem- 
isphere. For example, it is be- 
lieved here that Cuban Prime 
Minister Fidel Castro is ideologic- 
ally lined up with the Red Chinese 
though he is dependent for mili- 
tary and economic support on the 
Soviet Union. 


Experts here believe that the 


recent intensification of the Sino- 
Soviet argument is further con- 
firmation of their view that while 
both Khrushchev and Mao would 
like to have unity neither one is 
willing to yield any important 
point in order to .get it. 


The reasoning behind this belief 


is that the issues involved cannot 
easily be compromised without 
sacrificing national interests. 


South Korean 
Cabinet Quits 


SEOUL, South Korea (AP)—The 


South Korean Cabinet resigned to- 
day to assume moral responsibili- 
ty for an alleged plot to over- 
throw the military government. 


The Cabinet action did not af-' 


feet the control of the govern- 
ment, which rests in the hands of 
the military junta headed by Gen 
Chung Hee Park. Th e Cabinet 
members functioned only as ad- 
ministrative heads of various gov- 
ernment departments. 


Premier Kim Hyun- hul submit- 


ted the resignations to Gen. P 
and told newsmen they would 
accepted. 


The Cabinet resigned after 


days of demonstrations by , 
groups of military officers 
men demanding that the JU. 
continue in power indefinitely.
